Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon summoned the 
American ambassador today to lodge 
“ the strongest protest 
yet” against 
President Carter's recent statements 
calling for Israeli concessions in a Mid­ 
dle East peace settlement 
“ Our concern has deepened because of 
recent statements that introduced new 
elements that may only harden already 
tough Arab positions,” a Foreign 
Ministry official said 
He said Allon was reacting to state­ 
ments by Carter and other officials about 
the need for a Palestinian homeland, 
payment of compensation to Palestinian 
refugees and a return to the borders 
before the 1967 Middle East war 
In Tel Aviv, prospective Prim e 
Minister Menahem Begin said he would 
put off the nomination of Moshe Dayan to 
be the next foreign minister and called 
on a key party to return to talks on set­ 
ting up a government 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis told Allon 
that the United States stood by U N 
Security Council resolutions 242 and 338, 
which call for Israeli withdrawals to 
secure and recognized boundaries in a 
general peace agreement 
Lewis told Allon he would convey 
Israel’s concern to Washington, where 
U S officials recently cited other U N 
statements that go beyond the language 
of the two Security Council documents 
which Israel considers the only basis for 
an agreement 
The meeting with Lewis was the third 
such expression of concern in a week 
It came after Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz met with Secretary of State Cyrus 
First steps 
taken in Cuba

Allon and the rest of the Labor party 
government rejected in the May 17 elec­ 
tions are to leave office when Begin s 
Likud party takes over sometime in 
June 


The Likud campaigned on a tough 
stand against returning the lands cap­ 
tured from Jordan, Syria and Egypt in 
the last war 
Carter said he expected Begin to 


moderate his position as a result of the 
negotiations called off by the DMC last 
week because its leaders were not con­ 
sulted 
In a letter to Yigael Yadin of the 
Democratic Movement for Change, 
Begin said “ everything is open 
for 
negotiations, 
including who will get 
which job in the cabinet. 
The appeal to the DMC came after the 
Executive Committee of Begin s Likud 
party reconsidered a previous statement 
that did not clearly confirm or deny the 
controversial nomination of Dayan. 
Moluccans now seek 
government mediation 


ASSEN. The Netherlands (U P I) — 
South Moluccan gunmen holding 60 
hostages in a school and a train for nine 
days today sought mediation for the first 
time, a government spokeswoman said 
Toos Faber, the Justice Ministry 
spokeswoman, said the request was 
“ under consideration” by the crisis team 
in Assen which is dealing with the 
terrorists via field telephone 
In demands made shortly after the 
hijack of the passenger train and seizure 
of a nearby elementary school nearby 
May 23, the gunmen threatened to start 
killing hostages if authorities made any 
attempt to interfere 


Mrs Faber said final word on whether 
the mediation request would be accepted 
would have to come from government of­ 
ficials, who have been meeting constant­ 
ly in the Hague since the ordeal began 


She said other demands by the es­ 
timated 15 gunmen — the release of 21 
Moluccan prisoners and a plane to fly 
both themselves and the prisoners out of 
the country — were not being discussed 
today 


Authorities said they were negotiating 
to win release of the remaining hostages, 
including a pregnant woman in urgent 
need of medical attention

Ga ( U P I i — Amid reports of 
an upcoming exchange of diplomats. 
President Carter said today the United 
States has taken “ the first faltering 
steps " to cement good relations with 
Cuba 
“ It eventually depends on them (the 
Cuban government I.” Carter told 
reporters as he wound up a weekend 
vacation at St Simons Island, Ga , and 
stopped for a home town lunch with his 
family en route to Washington 
Carter said Monday he expected in­ 
dications of tighter ties "far short of 
diplomatic relations" with Cuba within 
weeks 
But he was vague today in 
answering questions about reports he of­ 
fic ia lly has proposed exchanging 
diplomatic representatives 
“ I don’t know anything about it, not 
directly,” he said on arriving here by 
helicopter 
“ That’s Mr. Todman” — 
refering to Assistant Secretary of State 
Clarence Todman, accom panying 
Rosalynn Carter on a Latin American 
tour, 
White House sources traveling with 
Mrs Carter said in Jamaica Monday 
talks are under way in New York over 
the exchange of diplomatic represen­ 
tatives — not ambassadors — to be 
housed in neutral embassies in Havana 
and Washington 


SOUTHGATE. Ky. (U P I) - Only one 
of the once-luxurious 23 party rooms in 
the Beverly Hills Supper Club remains to 
be searched by investigators armed with 
bulldozers and torches hunting for more 
bodies and clues to the Saturday night 
fire that killed at least 160 persons 
So far. Kentucky State Police Commis­ 
sioner Ken Brandenburgh said officials 
have come across no evidence that arson 
was behind the smoky blaze, the worst in 
American history since 1944 
But he said it might be a month of digg­ 
ing in the ruins and talking to eyewitnes­ 
ses before a definite cause is known for 
the quick-spreading fire that razed the 
Las Vegas styled “ Showplace of the 
Midwest” in this suburban Cincinnati 
community 
Suspect now is an oil-fueled electrical 
generator that was located in the base­ 
ment of the Zebra room, adjacent to the 
Cabaret Room, the velvet-lined hall 
packed Saturday night with 3.500 par- 
tygoers waiting to hear John Davidson 
sing 
Searchers brought out hunks of 
molten fiberglass and other material 
from the basement on a stretcher Mon­ 
day 
Southgate Fire Chief Dick Riesenberg 
said, “ We only have one more room to go 
through Tuesday and I d say the chances 
of us finding any bodies are very slim 
An owner told me that the room was 
empty the night of the fire " 
Besides the dead, another 74 persons 
were injured in the fire and the panic 


that followed as the club filled with a 
dense smokv fog and tlen went dark 
Eleven were treated and released and 
the other 63 remain hospitalized in condi­ 
tions ranging from fair to critical 


No cancer evidence 
reported in pills 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - There is no 
clear evidence birth control pills cause 
cancer, a George Washington University 
Medical Center research team reported 
today after a comprehensive review of 
oral contraceptive studies 
The strongest evidence deals with non- 
cancerous tumors The researchers said 
in the May issue of Population Reports 
that pill users seem less likely to develop 
benign breast tumors and more likely to 
develop benign liver tumors. 
The report, written by Ward Rinehart 
and Judy Felt, said the issue of 
cancerous and non-cancerous tumors 
probably is the longest standing and least 
resolved of all the medical controversies 
surrounding oral contraceptives 
Scientists have zeroed in on the pill and 
cancer 
because of experim ental 
evidence hormones such as (hose in the 
pill can alter tumor incidence in lab- 
ortaory animals, and because popula­ 
tion studies suggest hormones can affect 
development of tumors of the breast and 
uterus 
Union seniority upheld 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The Supreme 
Court, on a 7-2 vote, today upheld union 
seniority systems even though they may 
perpetuate race or sex discrimination 
forbidden by the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
Justice Potter Stewart wrote for the 
majority that Congress made clear “ a 
seniority system is not unlawful because 
it honors employes’ existing rights, even 
where the employer has engaged in pre­ 
act discriminatory hiring or promotion 
practices ” 


The intent was not to “ destroy or 
water down” these rights, he said 
Ju stices 
W illiam 
Brennan 
and 
Thurgood Marshall dissented from this 
aspect of the decision, which involved 
traditional practices in the trucking in­ 
dustry. City drivers are not allowed to 
transfer to long-haul driving, and lose 
their seniority if they resign to apply for 
over-the-road jobs 
The majority held the seniority system 
adhered to by the Teamsters union and 
T I M E D C discourages all transfers 
regardless of race. 
“ The placing of line drivers in a 
separate bargaining unit from other 
employes is rational, in accord with the 
industry practice, and consistent with 
National 
Labor Relations Board 
precedents,” the opinion said 
It said employes who can prove 
themselves victims of post-act dis­ 
crimination in hiring are eligible for 
seniority retroactive to the time of the 
refusal, and need not actually have ap­ 


plied if they can show they should have 
been treated as applicants 
In another major labor ruling, the 
court held 8 to 0 in an Ohio case that 
neither federal law nor the Constitution 
prevents a state from denying jobless 
compensation to a worker laid off 
because of a strike elsewhere 
Speeding their output in an effort to 


adjourn for the term by the end of June, 
the justices also struck down 5 to 4 an 
East Cleveland, Ohio, zoning ordinance 
restricting the number of relatives and 
grandchildren who can live in a single- 
family home 
The law was challenged as being a 
device to keep large black families out of 
certain residential areas

United Press International 
A total of 456 persons died in Memorial 
Day weekend traffic accidents, a final 
U PI national count showed today. 
The figure was only one more than the 
455 fatalities recorded during the three- 
day weekend a year ago There were 425 
deaths in 1975, according to National 
Safety Council figures. 


The total fell within the 400 to 500 
fatality range the NSC predicted for the 
holiday period which stretched from 6 
p m Friday through midnight Monday 


NSC President Vincent Toofany said 
the use of safety belts and the 55 miles 
per hour speed limit was a factor in cut­ 
ting down fatalities from the carnage of 
previous years More than 500 died in 
everv Memorial Day weekend from 1966 


through 1973 with 1968 setting the record 
with 628 
The final U PI count of accidental 
deaths gave this breakdown: 
Traffic 
456. Drowings 117; Planes 12 Total 585. 


California reported the most deaths 
with 52, followed by Michigan 27, Texas 
21, Pennsylvania 20 and Illinois 19 


Only Alaska and the District of Colum­ 
bia reported no weekend traffic 
fatalities.

Anticipating changes in farm 
legislation, the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (A SC S) w ill soon 
require Santa Barbara farmers 
to report their wheat, corn, 
gram sorghum and barley 
acreage This is a nationwide 
requirement 
According to Ensley E Wood, 
County Executive Director, 
both congressional Agricultural 
Committees have reported out 
farm bills which provide that if 
a set-aside is implemented for 
1978 crops 
the acreage 
required to be set aside may be 
based on a percentage of the 
acreage planted for harvest in 
1977 Neither version of the bill 
proposes to use acreage planted 
in 1977 as a basis establishing 
acreage allotments 
Farmers will have until July 
1 1977 to report their acrage for 
wheat and barley 
Corn and 
grain sorghum acreage must be 
reported prior to harvest but 
not later than August 15th 
Farmers who have already 
begun or completed harvest 
should contact their ASCS of­ 
fice immediately This would 
include crops planted for 
harvest as grain but due to the 
drought had to be cut for hay or 
grazed

Physicist to be new head of N A S A 


President Carter today an­ 
nounced the nomination of 
physicist Dr Robert A Frosch, 
49, to become Administrator of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration 
Frosch 
presently is Associate Director 
for Applied Oceanography at 
the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution on Cape Cod. Mass . 
a position he has held since 
1975 
Frosch. if confirmed, will 
succeed Dr James C Fletcher, 
who resigned May 1. after six 
years’ service as NASA's Ad­ 
ministrator 
From 1973 to 1975. Frosch 
was Assistant Executive Direc­ 
tor of the United Nations En­ 
vironment Programme, holding 
the rank of Assistant Secretary 
General of the United Nations 
Previously, from 1966 to 1973, 
he was Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy for Research and 
Development In earlier years, 
he served in various posts in­ 
volving government research 
and development projects 
Frosch s professional career 
began in 1951 with the Hudson 
Laboratories of Columbia 
University, where he worked on 
Naval research projects There

from the airport 
welcoming 
delegation Kremlin talks and

The Soviet chief of state has

him a week ago from the ruling 
P o litb u r o 
D ip lo m a ts 
speculated that Brezhnev wants 
to take on the presidency in ad­ 
dition to his post as party 
leader 
Zhivkov and all five other 
Eastern European leaders al­ 
ready hold the double titles 


Greeting Zhivkov with full 
ceremony despite the fact that 
as the Soviet Union's closest 
ally he is a frequent visitor to 
Moscow 
Brezhnev rode stand­ 
ing up in an open car beside him 
in chill 
rainy weather along 
streets lined with flagwaving 
workers and school children 


The unusual motorcade to the 
Kremlin was shown live on 
national television 


Brezhnev appeared to be try­ 
ing to project the image of a 
c.rong and secure leader carry­

Rhodesia 
reports 
attacks

Rhodesia 
(U P I) — Rhodesia says its 
troops and warplanes struck 
almost 50 miles into neighbor­ 
ing Mozambique this weekend, 
destroying three black guerrilla 
bases and killing 28 insurgents 
A Rhodesian military com­ 
munique said the troops and 
planes entered Mozambique 
before dawn Sunday and 
overran a "major terrorist ad­ 
ministrative base” three miles 
from the border, killing eight 
defenders 
The Rhodesian command said 
its forces destroyed two more 
bases Monday, including one 
said to be a "headquarters and 
mam supply base” controlling 
all guerrilla incursions into 
southeast Rhodesia 
It said another 20 guerrillas 
were killed in the attack on the 
camp, located 47 miles east of 
the Rhodesian border, and 
large quantities of weapons, 
ammunition

were found 
The communique said no 
Rhodesian troops were killed 
and gave no indication whether 
the raid still was in progress 
In Maputo, a Mozambique

NEW D ELH I. India (U PI) 
The first section of an express 
train plummeted into a rain- 
swollen river in eastern India 
today 
killing at least 45 
persons 
Many more bodies 
wt*re feared entombed inside 
the submerged coaches 
The national news agency 
Samachar quoted railway offi­ 
cials as saying a bridge across 
the Beki River gave way. 
sending the train s engine and 
iir*t two coaches into the swirl­ 
ing river 
Samachar *aid 45 persons 
were confirmed dead and at 
least 100 injured A newspaper 
in Gauhatt, near the scene of 
the accident, quoted officials at 
the scene as saying the death 
toll could be as high as 120 
A railway spokesman said 
each of the cars could carry 150 
persons when normally loaded 


and were overcrowded at the 
time 
Officials feared more bodies 
were trapped in one of the two 
coaches still submerged in 
more than 15 feet of water The 
swollen state of the river tem­ 
porarily halted search and 
recovery operations, a railway 
spokesman said 
A unit of the Indian army 
aboard the 11-car train report­ 
edly managed to save a number 
of passengers from drowning 
The site of the accident is 
a bout 400 miles northeast of 
Calcutta and about one mile 
from the nearest navigable 
road The only way relief opera­ 
tions can reach the area is by

operations subcommittee on 
oversight procedure has held a 
number of hearings on drug en­ 
forcement said he is keeping 
his mind open on the proposal, 
but has urged Attorney General 
Griffin Bell to go slow on a deci­ 
sion 
One reason. Nunn said in an 
interv iew is that the DEA was 
itself a product in 1973 of suc­

The Court's action opened the 
way for Mitchell and Haldeman 
to begin serving their prison 
terms — 30 months to eight 
years each 


Lawyers for Mitchell and 
Haldeman plan to ask the court 
to reconsider its decision — 
something the justices almost 
never do 
They asked the 
justices last week to stay their 
clients’ jail sentences in the 
meantime 


SOUTHGATE. Ky (U PI) - 
A volunteer fire chief who bat­ 
tled the blaze that killed at least 
160 persons at the Beverly Hills 
Supper Club says he believes he 
and his all-volunteer force 
saved 400 lives 
“ We had a crucial decision to 
make when we first arrived 
Saturday night ' said Dick 
Riesenberg 
"W e could try to save the 
building or we could try and get 
more people out 
"And 
I believe." he said 
Monday, "our first job was to 
save lives " 
So, instead of immediately 
hooking up all the water hoses, 
Riesenberg directed his men to 
put on air masks and push 
through the smoky doorwavs to 
pull out confused and choking 
people 
“ We went in three exits and 
mv men literally pulled people 


out. made sure they were 
breathing, and went back in for 
more.' said Riesenberg 
“ It was a quick decision, but I 
feel I was right in making it.” 
he added “ We believe we saved 
400 lives 
“ I don't think we would have 
saved many lives by doing 
nothing but pouring water on 
the fire when we first got there 
I figured there would be a more 
immediate need, and it turned 
out there was ” 
Riesenberg, 37 
has been a 
volunteer fireman in this Cin­ 
cinnati bedroom community for 
16 years, and chief the past year 
and a half 
We’ve fought some fires and 
done a lot of life-squad work, 
but obviously we ve never had 
anything like this, 
he said as 
he helped supervise Monday s 
fire investigation 
“ T o d a y . 
I 
f eel 
two 


emotions.” he said “ I'm very, 
very sad and depressed about 
all the lives lost here But. I'm 
exceptionally proud of the men 
I worked with because of the 
lives saved 
Riesenberg 
who works for 
the Cincinnati Gas and Electric 
Co woke up at 6 a m Saturday 
to start enjoying the Memorial 
Day holiday weekend but that 
ended abrupth at 9 p m Satur­ 
day when the fire broke out 
the chief had been up 41 
straight hours before finally 
getting to bed at 11 pm Sun­

Perez -Guerrero said the Third 
World delegations wanted the 
West to say here and now 
whether they would meet the 
developing world s demands for 
more financial aid 
"W e are here in a spirit of 
cooperation and we sincerely 
hope that further negotiations 
in these next two days will yield 
a meaningful and concrete 
results,” said Perez-Guerrero

Demand 
abortion 
violated 
N EW YO RK (U P I) — Seven­ 
ty per cent of the nation's non- 
Catholic general hospitals and 
most public ones are still ignor­ 
ing the Supreme Court’s three- 
year-old mandate to provide 
abortion on demand, a Planned 
Parenthood Fed eration of 
America report shows 
The report, published Monday 
in New York by the Allen Gutt- 
macher 
Institute's 
journal, 
"F a m ily Planning Perspec­ 
tives,” also said there was an 8 
per cent increase in abortions 
last year for an estimated total 
of more than 1 1 million 
But if the hospitals had not 
defaulted” — making access 
to abortion limited especially 
for the poor — the total would 
have been even higher, the 
family 
planning 
specialists 
said 
An estimated "140,000 to 
650,000 
other women wanted 
abortions but could not get 
them last year according to the 
research team headed by Joy 
G Drvfoos, the institute's plan­ 
ning director 
"Poor rural and very young 
women are most likely to be 
denied abortions because they 
are least likely to have the 
funds, the t i m e or the 
familiarity with the medical 
system that they need.” Ms 
Dryfoos said 
Catholic hospitals, which 
refuse abortion requests for 
religious reasons, were not in­ 
cluded in the study, “ Legal 
Abortion in the United States. 
1975 to 1976 ”

Sweden's nuclear dilemma 


STOCKHOLM — The fear of moving 
into an irreversible nuclear economy, 
with all its potential perils, is worldwide 
In Sweden, more than anywhere else, it 
has become a political issue cutting 
across party lines and adding to the 
threat to the Swedish economy, troubled 
by soaring prices, 
strikes and greatly in­ 
creased unem ploy­ 
ment. 
It is hardly an ex­ 
aggeration to say that 
P r im e 
M in is t e r 
T h o rb jo rn F a lld in 
carried 
his Center 
P a rty and the two 
coalition 
parties 
to 
victory last fall by his 
repeated 
insistence 
th a t th e n u c le a r 
econom y 
m ust be 
halted While socialization and the exces­ 
ses of welfare reform were part of the 
attack, it was Falldin’s almost religious 
fervor in opposing nuclear power that 
earned the day 
A big, solid man. a sheep farmer from 
northern Sweden, he is the very image of 
the down-to-earth prime ministers who 
held power for so long under the Social 
Democrats In his modest office in the 
chancellery he talks — gesturing now 
and then with his massive hands, which 
are still close to the soil of his beloved 
North — of the nuclear crisis both within 
his own coalition government and in 
public opinion 
As a compromise when he first took of­ 
fice. Falldin agreed that a power reactor 
already completed making a total of six 
should be fueled But the reactors must 
meet guarantees of safety both in opera­ 
tion and in the disposal of spent fuel or 
they will be phased out 
Moving into a nuclear economy, as 
Falldin sees it. would be to turn power 
over to a few scientists and technicians 
who alone are capable of understanding 
and operating a source of energy that in 
its potential rivals the sun 
It would 


mean that a kind of priesthood of 
physicists and nuclear engineers even­ 
tually would control society. 
There is no guarantee that radioac­ 
tivity can 
be indefinitely confined. 
Falldin says This would commit people 
for generations ahead We have no right 
to take that responsibility 
Should a commission now studying the 
problem find that the kind of guarantees 
the prime minister demands are impos­ 
sible and should the six reactors in 
operation plus seven more authorized by 
parliament, be phased out, it would 
mean a large capital loss That would 
complicate the dilemma of the Swedish 
economy, seriously slowed by the down­ 
turn in world trade 
By reducing the use of electrical 
energy both in industry and in private 
consumption, Falldin believes this can 
be absorbed The rate of increasing use 
has already slowed, contrary to the 
projections on 
which the nuclear 
program was based Initially, reactors 
were to supply at least one-third of 
Sweden s power needs All the reactors 
have been built here and two have been 
sold to F in land 
But Falldin does not underestimate the 
consequences of his unyielding stand on 
the new technology If the coalition con­ 
tinues to be split there could be midterm 
elections before 1979 and the end of the 
three-year tenure of the first non- 
Socialist government in 44 years 
A 
national referendum in late 1978 is more 
likely 
With polls currently running 50 
per cent or more against nuclear power, 
according to Falldin. he believes his 
policy would carry the day 
He says 
there is a large following in all parties, 
including the Social Democrats 
In his quiet, understated way. Falldin 
is enthusiastic about President Carter’s 
stand opposing fast breeder reactors and 
the prolferation of the reprocessing cy­ 
cle One of the specialists has suggested 
that used fuel out of Sweden s reactors 
could be sent to the United States for 
reprocessing, the most costly and dif­ 


ficult technique But the prime minister 
believes that in light of Carter's position 
this would not be possible In the mean­ 
time. the disposal of waste from the six 
functioning reactors is an unsolved and 
much-discussed problem 
Sweden has just about exhausted the 
potential of hydroelectric power, which 
costs about one-tenth of that from reac­ 
tors. Harnessing the rivers that are still 
not dammed is opposed by the same con­ 
servationists and ecologists who are op­ 
posed to nuclear development 
As for solar energy 
Falldin is a 
realist With Sweden's long, dark winters 
in this northern latitude, solar energy 
m ight serve to heat homes with 
elaborate built-in devices, but it could 
never serve industry 
So this country 
with no oil must depend on imported 
energy for a considerable share of the 
stuff that turns the wheels of industry 
It is a long way from the chancellery, 
out of the 18th century in the Grecian 
style to the sit-in protest against the 
nuclear plant in New Hampshire But the 
same motive inspires the deep-seated op­ 
position to the nuclear order

W ASHINGTON - (N E A » - In the 
Alice-in-Wonderland world of the federal 
government, no agency is more in­ 
famous for mindless ritual, topsy-turvy 
logic and bizarre reasoning than the 
Department of Health. Education and 
Welfare 
Given the reputa­ 
tion. it should be no 
surprise that 
during 
the past quarter cen­ 
tury H EW has doled 
out 
h u n d re d s 
of 
millions of dollars to 
th e 
c o u n t r y ’ s 
educational in stitu­ 
tions under a system 
which it acknowledges 
to be faulty. 
At issue is “ a c ­ 
creditation.“ a murky 
p ro c e s s 
w h ic h 
produces an academic “ seal of ap­ 
proval’’ most colleges and universities 
have for survival 
More than 75 accrediting organizations 
exist 
throughout 
the 
nation 
Some 
operate on a regional basis while others 
concentrate on specialized fields of 
education such as the teaching of law or 
medicine 
One indicator of their importance lies 
in the fact that every major federal aid- 
to-education law enacted since 1952 has 
specified that a college or university 
cannot qualify for government grants, 
loans or other forms of financial as­ 
sistance unless it has been accredited 
The 
inadequacies of accrediting 
organizations as a screening mechanism 
for federal largesse were cogently sum­ 
marized at a 1975 Senate hearing by 
Terrel H 
Bell, then Commissioner of 
H EW s Office of Education, the govern­ 
ment agency which relies most heavily 
on their findings 
“ Accrediting agencies are private, in­ 
dependent, 
voluntary” 
groups 
whose 
purposes “ do not always coincide neatly 
with the objectives inherent in federal 
aid to education.” he explained 
“ They do not view themselves, nor do 
they function as regulatory bodies They 
have no legal authority to require com­ 
pliance with their standards They work 


instead by persuasion in order to main­ 
tain understanding and acceptance of 
their role.' Bell added 


Another witness at the same hearing, a 
representative of the American Bankers 
Association, 
was more 
succinct 
He 
bluntly 
characterized 
accrediting 
procedures as ‘ not too hot ' 


That testim ony persuaded Sen 
Charles H Percy, R-lll . to suggest that 
H EW might tighten up its procedures by 
pressing accrediting organizations to un­ 
dertake m-depth background checks on 
the operators of profit-making trade 
schools to closely examine the financial 
support of such 
schools, to verify 
acad em ic exp erience claim ed by 
teachers and to conduct unannounced 
visits at schools 


The “ visitation teams” currently con­ 
duct on-site evaluations of schools only 
after giving months of advance notice to 
those being examined, a practice which 
prompted one accrediting official to 
acknowledge that “ it is conceivable that 
an institution does put on its Sunday 
best 
I suspect they do 


Another official even said “ we want 
them to show us their Sunday best” and 
Bell acknowledged that a school could 
“ gear up and pass muster during ac­ 
creditation and then lapse back 


Percy wrote Bell in February 1976 to 
propost* stiffer accreditation require­ 
ments Almost three months passed until 
Bell responded with a letter which said 
although the senator's suggestions “ are 
commendable in spirit, most of them 
cannot be practically and effectively im­ 
plemented 
An angry Percy wrote to then-HEW 
Secretary David Mathews to complain 
about 
B e ll’s “ entirely negative at­ 
titude “ Three more months passed, and 
late last year H EW took action — by 
resorting to the most popular of all 
devices for bureaucratic delay, the study 
commission 
Early this year, Percy wrote to newly 
installed H E W Secretary Joseph A 
Califano J r 
who reduced the response 
time to a mere two-and-a half months 


but provided little satisfaction 


The study com m ission s original 
timetable called for completion of its 
“ intensive six month review“ several 
months ago but Califano reported that 
its work “ is still in progress.” Don’t hold 
your breath waiting for either a report 
from the commission or any dramatic 
change from H EW
